Before the colonization committee of the 
house of commons lately, several medical 
inen testified that the majority cf the chil- 
dren brought out by Miss tye, Miss Mc- 
Pherson and other charitable ladies, from 
the Old Country, were tainted with disease, 
and if they grew up became worthless 
citizens. 

The enquiry of the committee of the 
senate into the extent and resources of 
the Mackenzie river country during the 
present session of parliament has been most 
thorough and satisfactory. The muss of 
evidence accumulated has been immense, 


and of an unexpectedly favorable character. 
The object of the enquiry was to lead to the 
iinmediate opening up of that region. The 
evidence accumulated beyond question tends 
strongly tothatend. But the same cannot 
be said of the recominendations to put the 
fur catch under lease, or to declare a vast 
Area a rescrve because it contains oil fields. 
That certain fur bearing animals should be 
rotected from extinction is quite possible, 
ut it is not possible that adequate pro. 
tection could be afforded on the plan 
recommended, while it is absolutely cer- 
tain that the proposal, if acted on, would 
tend to any thing but the speedy develop. 
ment of the region. The reason offer- 
ed for proposing the reserve of the coat oil 
lands is not good. Asin the case of Alberta 
coal, nature has been so lavish with its sup- 
ply of petroleum in the Athebasca country 
hat without the direct assistance of the 
government no monopoly of the supply is 
possible. Therefore in the first place a re- 
serve is not necessary and in the second 
place it would certainly retard develop. 
mnent. On the other hand the recommenda. 
tion that the fisheries of Hudson’s bay and 
the Arctic coasts should be protected from 
the encroachments of foreigners is sound 
and good, but if Sir Chas. Tupper’s fishery 
treaty ie ratified hy the United States con- 
Frets, asithas already been by our senate, 
he recominendation comes too late. 


Tus refusal of the premier to provide for 
the taking of a vote of the whole people on 
the question of prohibition vs. license at the 
time of the next territorial elections, shows 
that he does not propose to burn his fingers 
for the sake of the pro license men of the 
North-West. He very distinctly leaves them 
to work out their own salvation as best they 
may. Hie refusal to.take even the moderate 
step sugnested is along way from acceeding 
to the proposition of the North-West council 
at its last session, that he should repeal the 
prohibitory law in favor of such license law 
as the new legislature might choose to pass 
at ite firet-seesion. It shows that the pro- 
hibition question is not one to be decided off 
hand. That its importance is such as to re- 
quire careful handling by even the highest 
power and most ustute intellect in the coun- 
try. While both federal and territorial gov- 
eraments are quite willing to secure the use 
of pro-license men in election conteste by 
holding out brilliant prospects to them, when 
it comes down to the fulfillment of promises 
neither feels inclined to risk anything in the 

icense cause, Indeed as long us they can 
hold the license men on their side by mere 
premises, they would be more than foolish 

offend prohibitionists by fulfilling them. 
Pro-license men need never expect the pro- 
hibitory law ia the North-West to be aban- 
doned in their favor, except in reaponse to a 
populer vote taken at the instance and on 

@ responsibility of their own representa- 
tives in the territorial legislature, as the 
premiers course in this instance proves, 

e fairest way to decide the matter, and 
robably the only one by which a satisfac- 
ry decision will ever be reached, is for the 
legislature to pass two bills, one providin 
for prohibition and the other for license, an 
after securing the approval of the federal 
authority, to submit them to a popular vote 
as is done in the case of a municipyl by-law 
aud let the decision of the majority be ac 
cepted as final for a certain tern o yeare, 
to be fixed beforehand. Inasmuch as every 
one must admit the right of the majority to 
rule, this method of reaching a decision 
-would be fair to both parties. If prohibi. 
tion carried we ry ye then look for the law 
to be enforced, as it is not now, which would 
be to the advantage of all law-abiding oiti 
sens; and if license carried the evils now ex- 
fating. while they might be increased, would 
at least be charged to the system of which 


they were the | 
prohibition, as they now are, 
Cause is brought into disrepute.

THE NEW NORTH-WEST ACT. 

The much talked of and long expected act 

to provide a new form of local government 
for the North-W_-st is rather disappointing, 
| now that a copy of the bill has been received. 
| Ie. is not anew act,and only afew of its 
| amendments to the old one*are important. 
It will iuprove the former condition of 
affairs to the exter t of pivi g every part of 
the Territurics representation, and making 
the vote of the legislat. ve body entirely rep. 
resentative. But it will, by robbing the legis- 
lature of all executive power—which was 
formerly vested in it, jointly with the lieu- 
tenant-wovernor—decrease, instead of in- 
creasing, its importance. Formerly the 
local revenues were under the contro! of the 
council, of which the lieutenant-governor 
was chairman during ite session and ex- 
ecutive officer during recess. It was hoped 
that not only would the control of these 
revenves be vested in the pvople’s rep- 
resentatives, but that the subsidy which had 
hitherto been paid out of the felera! treas- 
ury for expenses of government in = the 
North-West would be placed under theircon- 
trol also, instead of remaining to be admin- 
istered by the lieutenant-zovernor as an 
official of the interior department. Instead 
of these hopes being realized the annual sub 
sidy, which is religiolsiy charged against 
the Territories, renains entirely out of the 
control of the pe: ple’s represntatives, ana 
even the monies raised by licenses aud other 
local meansis removed as far as possible 
from their control. 

It is evidentfrom this that the policy of 
the federal authority is to refrain from grant- 
ing to the people of the North-West re- 
sponsible governinent—or the right to man- 
age their local affairs and revenues in their 
own way—as long as possible. Only one of 
two reasons can be given for the refusal to 
us of the rights which belong to the people 
of every other part of Canada. One that our 
people are not sufficiently intelligent to 
administer their local government wisely, 
and the other that the federal authority 
wishes to have that government admin- 
istered—ae it has hitherto becu.—i.. interests 
othor that those of the people of the North- 
West. 

The refusal to grant responsible govern- 
ment is not more distinct than the refusal to 
deal with the question of license vs. prohi- 
bition or to allow it to be dealt with by the 
people of the Territories. That the present 
state of affairs is such asto require a remedy, 
both prohibitioniste and license men admit, 
but no proposition looking towards a remedy 
on either side has been made. Those who 
desire license are no nearer the realization of 
their wishes than they wore five or ten years 
ago, while the prohibition cause suffers trom 
the impression which the present slack en- 
forcement of the law is calculated te create 
—that it can.ot be enforced. 

Whenever the federal authorities wish to 
negotiate a loan in Britain, to help out their 
friends of the C. P. K., or to glorify them- 
selves in any possible degree, they paint 
in glowing colors the illimitable resources, 
the marvellous progress, and tne stupen- 
deous possibilities of the North-West ; but 
when their business is to frame such a form 
of local government for it as will best assist 
the development of these resources, accel- 
lerate this progress and realize these possi- 
bilities they legislate as though the country 
had been standing still for the past ten years 
and was likely to remain so for the next ten 
—ae though it had an unsatisfactory past, 
an insigniticant present and an uncertain 
future. 

The remeval of any portion of the con- 
trol of their own revenues from the rep- 
resentatives of the people to that of the rep- 
resentative of the federal authority is o 
direct insult to an intelligent community, 
such as the most trifling mupicipality or 
echool district would not be expected to bear 
quietly. Itis done in direct detiance of the 
expressed wish of every representative body 


of men, every newspaper and every 
individual in the North-West, and in 
deflance of common sense as well,

H. Connon and D. HH, Cooper, of Winnipeg, 
tor pluintiffy. K. Strachan for defendant. 
The detence alleged that shortly atter the 
mortgage Was given the land was sold to 
Gcv. Bishop, of the Bishop engraving com- 
pany ot Montreal, for $2,750 ; $1,000 in cash, 
$1,000 in the assumption of the mortage to 
the Freehold company, and $750 in a second 
mortgage to defendant, the agreement to 
that effect being produced. That when the 
sale was: being made defendant asked from 
plaintiffs’ agent, in the presence of Bishop, 
« discharge of the mortgage against himself 
and its assumption against Bishop, accora- 
ing to the teriss of his agreement with the 
latter, To this the agent consented, but re- 
fused to give a written discharge on the 
grounds that it was not necessary. The 
3750 second mortgage was paid in duc 
course, and beyond a letter frum anew agent 
of the company in the fall of '82, asking par- 
ticulars regarding the transfer of the tirst 
mortgage to Bishop, defendant heard noth- 
ing of the matter until the sunmuer of '87, 
When the present suit was entered. The 
land in the meantime had been sold for 
tuxcs and redeemed by the company, who 
also attempted to sell it in order io realize 
ou the mortgage, but had failed to do su. It 
was pied for the defence that the verbal ar- 
ranzenient between the agent of the com. 
pany, McLeod and Bishop was good in law, 
relieving the former trom the liability aud 
placing it upon the latter. That the plain- 
tiffs had, by allowing an undue time to 
elapse before taking action ayainst the de- 
fendant so seriously prejudiced his interests, 
owing to the depreciation in the value of the 
land, and the expenses that had been allow- 
ed to accumulate against it, as to be pre- 
vented from having recourse ayainst hun; 
and that having while in the position of 
trustees for the plaintiff allowed the land to 
be placed in such a position, through its sale 
for taxes, a8 to be out of their power to hand 
over to him had he chosen to redeem 
it, they lost their recourse awainst him. 
The plaintiffs alleged that there was no 
agreement between the agent of the com- 
pany and McLeod and Bishop, as stated by 
the defence, and it was pled that if there 
were it was of no effect unless in writing ;

NORTH-WEST GUVERN MENT. 

A copy of the North-West government bill 
arriv y last mail, It is merely an amend- 
ment of the former act, the greater part of 
which stands as before. 

Sections 7, 8,9 and 10, and sections 18 to 
2h, both inclusive, of the present act, de re- 
pealed. 

It is provided that ** There shall be a legis- 
laitve assewibly for the North-West Terri- 
tories, which shall have the powers and shall 
perform the duties heretofore vested in and 
performed by the council of theNorth-West 
Territories, and shall be composed of twenty- 
tive members,elected to represent the electo- 
ral districts set forth in the schedule to this, 
act,and of legal experts,not exceeding three in 
number, appointed by the governor in coun- 
cil.” Judges of the North West may be ap- 
pointed as lexal experts, and will be allowed 
all the privileges of elected members except 
that of voting. The sessional alicwance te 
members will be $500, and to leyal experts 
$250, subject to reductions for absence, pay- 
able out of the consolidated revenue fund of 
Canada. Each assembly will continue for 
three years and no longer and there must be 
a session every twelve months. 

The proceedings at elections including 
open voting will remain as at present until 
the leyislature otherwise provides. The 
lieutenaut-governor shall cause the writs to 
be issued ‘‘ when occasion requires.” The 
persons qualitied to vote ‘‘ shail be the male 
British subjects, by birth or naturalization, 
(other than unenfranchised Indians) who 
have attained the full aye of 21 years, who 
have resided in the Territories for at least 
twelve months, and in the electoral district 
for at least three months, respectively, im 
mediately preceeding the time of voting.” 
Any person entitled to vote is eligible for 
nomination and election, A nomination de- 
posit of $100 is required of each candidate, 
which is forfeited if he fails to poll half as 
many votes as the candidate elected. 

Eiected members must take the following 
Oath of allegiance: ‘1, A. B., do swear that 
1 will be faithful and bear true allegiance to 
Her Majesty, her heirs and successors,” 

A majorily of the members of the legisia- 
ture, including the legal experts, shall form 
a quorum. 

The assenibly must elect a speaker, who 
may only vote in case of a tie. The speaker's 
galary will be $500. 

Section 13. ‘*The legislative assembly 
shall not adopt or pass any vote, resolution, 
address or billfor the appropriation of any 
part of the public revenue, or of any tax or 
impost, to any purpose that has not been 
tirst recommended to the assembly by tes- 
sage of the lieutenant-governor im the ses- 
sion in which such vote, resolution, address 
or bill is proposed.” 

A clerk of the assembly who wilil also be 
secretary to the heutenant-governor will be 
appointed by the governor in council, ata 
salary of $2,000 a year,payable out of ths con- 
solidated revenue fund of Canada. 

The following sub-section is added to sec- 
tion 94 of the original: ‘* Every vehicle on 
which intoxicating liquor or inwoxicant is im- 
ported or conveyed into, or through, or over 
any portion of the Territories, contrary tothe 
provisions of this act, shall, together with 
the horses or other cattle employed in draw- 
ing such vehicle as aforesaid, be forfeited to 
Her Majesty and may be seized and dealt 
with accordingly.” 

The act is to be construed as one with the 
act that it amends, 

The eleven electoral districts of Assiniboia 
elect one member each, In Saskatchewan, 
Battleford, Batoche and Kinisteno elect one 
each and Prince Albert two, five in all. In 
Alberta MacLeod and Red Deer elect one 
each and Calgary and Edmonton two each, 
six in all, 

The electoral district of MacLeod includes 
all that part of Alberta south of the 5th base 
line, which runs between townships 16 and 
17 and crosses the Macleod trail between 
High river and Mosquito creek. This district 
elects one member, and at the federel elec- 
tion of March, '87, included the polling 


ops and Banff with a total vote including 
the whole of that of the three latter places 
of 227 or without that vote of 144. 

Edmonton district isas given last week, 
from the 12th correction line, or township 46 
north to the nothern boundary of Alberta, 
casting in '87 a total vote of 671.

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ON TYRKELL’S REPORT. 


Annual report; New series; Volume Il, 
1886. Report on the mineral statistics of the 
Dominion of Canada during the year 1886; 
paves 31, 32 and 33, paragraphs 66 and 67 : 

“From the Hiney claim on Discovery 
creck, north side North Saskatchewan river. 
about sixty miles above Edmonton, section 
35, township 50, range 4 west of the 5th 
principal meridian, district of Alberta.” 

** The sample consists of light earthy fri- 
able material, varying in color from pale 
yellowish t6 light reddish brown, and a very 
fine-grained, hard, apparently baked, arena- 
ccous clay shale of a pale, dull yellow to 
light reddish brown color, Assay, no yold 
nor eilver.” 

* The last mentioned was accompanied by 
another sainple, consisting of a dark scorious 
niass, stated by the sender to consist of the 
saine tuuterial to that just described, after it 
had been submitted toa smelting process. 
It contained neither yold nor silver.” 

Rewarding the above I have to say that I 
never yuve, nor gent by any body, any 
sample from iny mine that had been sub- 
mitted to a smelting process, except the one 
that was sent to Mr, Chapman of Toronto. 
Some of the so-called ashes, partly sinelted, 
giving a yield too large to mention. The 
same rock as the two saioples above, bein 
tested by Mr. Chapman, were described as 
scoriacious volcanic rock containing in places 
small pieces of anthracite coaly mutter. The 
assay yielded, gold, 1 0z.,5 dwts., 16 xrs., 
silver, 9 dwts. 8 grs., equal to $26 per ton of 
2,000, Ibs. of rock. What is called by Mr. 
Tyrrell coal ashes, analyzed by Mr. Chap. 
man,—‘' A pale yellow ochreous, and sandy 
marl, consisting of carbonate of lime, car- 
honate of may nesia,carbonate of iron alumina 
and silica. It appears to have arisen from 
the decomposition of a sandy dolomite lime- 
stone; gcld and silver the faintest trace.” 
** Volcanic ashes are thé light cinder or mi- 
nute particles of rocks ejected from a vol- 
cano in the time of the eruption—James D. 
Dana, manual of mineralogy, page 357.” 

“Mr. Tyrrell informs me that what is 
known as Haney’s first claim is in a mass of 
debris fallen from the burnt bed of lignite 
while his second claim isin the burnt out 
seam of lignite itself, the two clains being 
about amile apart. Further, that at about 
two miles from the site of these claims and 
where the evam of lignite remains intact the 
same has a thickness of twenty-six feet ten 
inches, including one foot ten inches of shaly 
parting. A ood deal of information in re- 
“eer to the combustion of lignite beds will 

¢ found in Dr. G. M. Dawson's report on 
ae nooay and resources of the 49th par- 
allel.” 

After these statements and references Mr. 
Tyrrell retires under his laurels, his job be- 
ing done, These debris cost me quite a lot 
of broken picks and battered hauuners. 
Pretty hard for coal ashes! As Mr. Dawson 
has never seen this place, tomy knowledge, 
Udiscard the reference as misapplicd, and 
the authority as incompetent in the case. 
Have these gentlemen of the geological de- 
partment got the monopoly of science or a 
charter to twist in their piety hands the 
destinies of this country ? hen Mr. Tyr- 
rell states that claim number 2is in the 
burnt out coal svam of lignite itself, which, 
when intact, hasa thickness of twenty-six 
feet ten inches, is it meant that twenty-five 
feet of lignite coal, after combustion, would 
leave a solid mass of plutonic rock of about 
seventy-five feet thick, including the upper 
casing of about twenty-five feet of old red 
sandstone, as it stands to-day? That would 
be a most striking scientitic phenomenon 
worthy of the most profound study, Other- 
wise, if the ashes under the quartz are taken 
for the remains of burnt coal,how to explain 
the occurrence of the remains of a tertiary 
or sedimentary formation between* two 
of primitive age, quartz and slate? 
This would be subversive of the fan- 
damental principles of geology. This 
new theory of burnt coal seam = is 
too popular to be scientitic. Having 
been here for the last six years and havin 
made a special study of the country,in which 
Lam interested, | maintain that what are 
called by Mr, Tyrrell burnt coal seams are 
two well defined lodes containing gold and 


tha 


It was a 
meteor first; it isa burnt coul seam now. 
lWhat next? A petrified iceberg from the 
other side of the north pole, or may be 
some of the slay of the pole itself that cot 
partly smelted at the time of the scientific 
combustion of these north-western coal seams? 
It was pretty hot then ! This kind of science, 
well-paid and fed by a flush and careless 
government, savors more of the romantic 
and fabulous than any thing useful and pro- 
yressive.
